REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The problem addressed by the instant method is to provide an improved process 
for preparing isophoronediamine (IPDA) having a cis/trans isomer ratio of at least 73/27 
which avoids the disadvantages of the prior art. [See page 3, lines 3-5]. 

This problem Is solved according to the invention by providing a process for 
recovering 3-aminomethyl- 3,5,5-trimothylcyclohexylamine (isophoronediamine, IPDA) 
having a cis/trans isomer ratio of at least 73/27 by feeding an IPDA having a cis/trans 
Isomer ratio of less than 73/27 Into the middle region of a distillation column having 
Internals and fractionally distilling the fed IPDA at a temperature of from 5 to 300°C and 
a pressure of from 10 to 2000 mbar into at least five fractions and optionally further 
purifying the IPDA by distilling in at least one further column. [See page 3, lines 6-23]. 
None of the prior art of record suggests nor discloses the process/method as claimed, 
wherein an IPDA Isomer mixture IPDA having a cis/trans isomer ratio of less than 73/27 
is subjected to fractional distillation at a specific temperature and pressure of from 5 to 
300°C and 10 to 2000 mbar respectively in order to obtain an IPDA having a cis/trans 
Isomer ratio of equal to or greater than 73/27. 

Thus, the subject matter of claims 1-18 Is neither disclosed by the prior art nor Is 
obvious. The claims are deemed allowable over the prior of record.
